The said Patrick Joseph Size, pursuant to said subpena and in com- 
pliance therewith, appeared before the said committee to give such 
testimony as required by virtue of Senate Resclution 202, Eighty- 
first Congress, second session, and Senate Resolution 129, Eighty- 
second Congress, first session. Patrick Joseph Size, having appeared as 
a witness and having been asked questions which questions were perti- 
nent to the subject matter under Inquiry, refused to disclose the con- 
tents of those records and documents which he had been directed 
by the subpena to produce, and made answers 2s appeared in the 
record of the hearing held on August 7, 1951, in room 457, United 
States Senate Office Building, Washington, D. C., which record is 
annexed hereto and made a part hereof and designated “Annex I.”’

The committer was, therefore, deprived of answers to questions 
pursuant to the committee’s inquiry propounded to Patrick Joseph 
Size pertinent to the subject matter which, under Senate Resolution 
202, Eighty-first Congress, second session, and Senate Resolution 129, 
Kighty-second Congress, first session, the said committee was in- 
structed to investigate, and the refusal of the witness to disclose the 
contents of those records and documents which he had been directed 
by the subpena to produce and to answer said questions is a violation 
of the subpena under which the witness was directed to appear and 
answer questions pertinent to the subject under inquiry and to produce 
certain records and documents, and his persistent and illegal refusal 
to disclose the contents of the aforesaid records and documents and 
to answer the aforesaid questions deprived the committee of necessary 
and pertinent testimony and evidence and places this witness in con- 
tempt of the United States Senate.

proper and contemptuous. The chairman also stated to the committee that or 
\ugust 7, 1951, the witnesses Patrick Joseph Size and Joseph C. Baldassari, re 
peatedlyv and arbitrarily had refused to disclose to the committee the contents o 
those records and documents which they had been directed by the subpena to 
produce, and that the witness Joseph Sealleat had arbitrarily failed and refused 
to produce altogether those records and documents which he had been directed 
by the subpena to produce, and that this refusal on the part of the witnesses was, 
therefore, improper and contemptuous. The chairman presented to the com- 
mittee, for its consideration, draft reports on the entire matter, and the com- 
mittee duly adopted the said reports and instructed the chairman to present 
them to the United States Senate.
